He says an Indian, named Charley, 
killed hia squaw near Willow Creek, bid 
her remains and pretended tbat she bad 
been stolen by another Piute. The re- 
mains were found a week ago and since 
then it has been ascertained that she 
was killed by her buck. All the Indians 
in Qnin Biver Valley are afraid of 
Charley. They think he is liable to kill 
an Indian or a white man at any time, 
and they want the civil or military au- 
thorities to arrest him and send him to 
Prison or Fort Alcatraz. An Act of the 
last Legislature extends the criminal 
laws of the State to and over the Indians 
therein, and it seems that under that 
Act Charley ought to be prosecuted for 
murder, as it is said be now admits that 
he killed his squaw.

Banco Cattle That- are Being Fed 
lor Market. 


Cheyenne Stock Journal. 


Never before have so many of our 


Northwestern range cattle owners been 
engaged in feeding cattle for market as 
at present. This branch of the busi- 
ness is a comparatively new feature to 
our people, but it appears to be what 
tbe thing ia coming to, slowly bat surely 
owing largely to the over stocking of 
ranges, and we are glad to see a dispo- 
sition to giva the matter a thorough test 
on the part of those to whom it must 
prove of the greatest benefit—the cattle 
raisers. A number are feeding cuttle 
tor the first time this season and to them 
the work partakes of the nature of ex- 
periment, but what encourages them is 
tbe fact that those who have fed hereto- 
fore have pnt in larger numbers of feed- 
ers this season. 


The Union Cattle Co., of this city, 


are by all odds the heaviest feeders up 
to dale. Their "fattery," as it is called, 
ia an immense establishment at Gil- 
more, Neb., constructed at great ex- 
pense, and they will feed 7,500 head on 
warm food this Winter. Haas & Haley, 
near Larumie City, will feed 3,000 head 
of steers having pnt up 7,000 tons of 
bay at their rancb for that purpose. 
Tbe Frontier Land and Cattle Co. will 
feed 2,500 head at their iiew establish- 
ment at Herman, Nebraska, and 800 
head at the ranch on Chug Water. The 
Swan Land and Cattle Co. are feeding 
2,000 head at the Omaha distillery pens 
which they have leased for the season. 
The Bay State Cattle Co. ore grain 
feeding 1,500 head at Nortb Bend. 
John Bratt & Son huve already placed 
800 bead at North Platte, and expect to 
put in 700 more. The Converse. Cattle 
Co. is grain feeding 850 bead at Bur- 
nett, Neb., and the Benjamin & Weaver 
Co. 540 at the sams place. Guthrie & 
Oskamp have 865 head at Clark, Neb. 
At Atlantic; tbe distillery pens are being 
used by Teschemaober & DeBlllier who 
have in 900 head. Whipple & Hay 400 
and Fisher & Co. 200. Tescbemaoher 
& DeBillier are also feeding 300 bead 
at Stantou, Nab. The Anglo-American 
Cattle Co. is feeding 1,500 bead at Sid- 
ney, on both grain aud huy. The Pow- 
der River Cattle Co. is feeding 700 bead, 
and Beokwitb, Quinn & Co. 600 head in 
Nebraska and 300 bead at their ranch. 
Tbe Sand Creek Co. IMS up SOO bead, 
Douglas-Willan Sartoris Co. 500, Dole 
Bros. 500, and Emsrson Bros. & Ken- 
nedy 300. The Hord Bros, are feeding 
250 at Central City, Neb., and the Pratt 
& Ferris company 584 at Randolph, 
Iowa. 
Besides all these mentioned, aboul 


30,000 head, Ovid Plumb, ol Greely, 
will feed 40 head, while several others 
in tbat vicinity will feed small bunches. 
Near Fort Collins, John G. Coy will 
fatten about 80 bead. Norman & Tay- 
Inr and others on the Poildre will also 
f^ed mor« or leas. lu the viciuity of 
North Platte, Russell Watts is feeding 
400 head, B. Hershey 450, M. C. Keitli 
200, aud M. Burks & SODS 200. A few 
hundred head are being stall-fed in 
Utah. In Nevada the Clover Valley 
Land & Cattle Co. ia fattening several 
hundred bead with alfalfa bay put op 
on the rancb, and a few others have up 
•mall bunches. In Idaho, Balautine & 
Co. are feeding some 500 head, and 
others are 
putting 
smalt 
bunches 


through tbe fattening process. 


Takuu altogether, so far as we are 


advised, it is safe to say thut $40,000 
head of cattle are now being fed by our 
range people. 
Our Chicago correspond- 


ent, iff. A. C. linlliweil, wbo IB good 
authority upon such matters, entimates 
the number of cuttle being atiill-fed, ex- 
clusive of tbe establishment at Gilmore, 
at 65,000 head. Of these there are enu- 
merated above 3,200 head. 
After mak- 


ing this deduction we find tbat aboul 
103, COO bead of cattle are now being fed 
for market in tbe district named. This 
ia exclusive of all tbat may have gone to 
farmer in the States to tbe east of us, 
which it will* be difficult to estimate 
although 
we 
believe 
tbe 
number 


•mailer thnn 
many imagine, owing 


to the b.icl 
success last year 
on 


account of the extremely cold weather 
and a lack of disposition and means to 
prosecute tbe business this year. 


Our figures, then, show that about 


40,000 head of cattle are -being fed by 
tb« rangemen of tbe Northwest. 


In this connection it ia remnrkel that 


a oo?jsiderabli) number of cattle are be- 
ing fed on tbe ranches of Colorado and 
western Kansas, but an to these we are 
at present unable to give any figures 
that might be considered reliable.
